New £25.8m road 
finally finished 
after months of 
motoring misery 


WORK on the A4226 
between Sycamore Cross 
and the A48 and the 
Weycock Cross rounda¬ 
bout in Barry - known 
locally as Five Mile Lane 
- has now been completed. 

The new road bypasses the 
winding central section of the old 
Five Mile Lane, has improved 
drainage and offers a more direct 
route between the A48 in the north 
to the town of Barry on the coast. 

A new foot and cycleway has 
been built along with a bridleway 
and bridge which will provide 
a safe crossing for horse riders, 
and a 60mph limit has also been 
introduced from Sycamore Cross 
to the Welsh Hawking Centre. 

Welsh Government and Vale 
of Glamorgan Council said the 
new road will be safer than the 
old Five Mile Lane - which was 
an accident blackspot - and will 


lead to shorter journey times. 

Ken Skates, Welsh 
Government Minister for 
Economy and Transport, {pic¬ 
tured) said: “The road will 
go a long way to improving 
connectivity to Cardiff Airport 
and enterprise zones and also 
improving road safety. This 
is a huge step to improving 
connectivity to the airport.” 

The new cycleway and foot¬ 
way runs from Weycock rounda¬ 
bout up to the layby on the west¬ 
ern side, and then via the old Five 
Mile lane which is being closed 
to vehicular traffic at either end. 

Then the new cycleway and 
footway runs from B lackland 
Farm up to Sycamore Cross, 
again on the western side. 

The bridleway runs north¬ 
wards on the western side 
of the new road over a new 
bridge at Sutton Farm before 
continuing on the eastern side 



of the new route up to the side 
road near Northcliffe Cottage. 

Parts of the old Five Mile 
Lane will remain open to 
provide access to Duffryn, 
Moulton and Walterston and 
would be accessed by three 
junctions on the new road.

FROM late 

autumn, one of the 
most studied and 
well known objects 
in the firmament 
is best placed for 
observing. 

The beautiful Crab 
Nebula is fairly easy 
to find from that most 
recognisable of constel¬ 
lations, Orion. 

Draw an imaginary 
line about 45 degrees up 
and to the right from the 
bright orange coloured 
star, Betelgeuse, at 
Orion’s shoulder to 
the equally bright star, 
Capella in Auriga. About 
half way along that line 
you will find the star 
Beta Tauri. Tracking 
about a third of the way 
back to Betelgeuse you 
will come to the fainter 
star Zeta Tauri. A scan of 
the area just above this 
star should reveal a small 
faint smudge. Binoculars 
or a small telescope will 
show its oblong shape 
but not the intricate 


filamentary structure 
revealed by Hubble. 

The Crab Nebula is so 
named because it looks 
vaguely like a crab. 
In reality, it is a vast 
expanding cloud of dust 
and debris, the scattered 
fragments of a super¬ 
nova. This violent stellar 
explosion was actually 
observed on Earth as a 
‘guest star’ by Chinese 
skywatchers on July 4, 
1054 AD. The new star 
outshone Venus, becom¬ 
ing the third brightest 
object in the sky after 
the Sun and Moon. The 
Crab Nebula is known to 
be 6,500 light years from 
Earth, so as the supernova 
explosion which created 
it was observed on Earth 
in 1054, its progenitor 
star must have actually 
exploded around 7,500 
years ago. The nebula 
was rediscovered in 1758 
by the French comet 
hunter Charles Messier 
and it became the first 
entry in his Messier 
Catalogue, hence its 


designation Ml. William 
Parsons, the third Earl of 
Rosse, observed Ml in 
Ireland and described it 
as having the shape of a 
crab. It was not until the 
20th century, however, 
that astronomers real¬ 
ised that the nebula was 
expanding (by a billion 
kilometres per day) and 
by reversing the expan¬ 
sion rate, they traced it 
back to an incident which 
must have occurred 900 
years previously. As a 
result, the Crab Nebula 
was directly linked to 
the Chinese records of 
the 1054 ‘guest’ star and 
is the first ever object 
to be recognised as a 
supernova remnant. As 
a star approaches the 
end of its life, there is 
insufficient nuclear fuel 
remaining to produce the 
outward pressure needed 
to hold back the crushing 
force of gravity from 
its enormous mass. At 
a certain point, the star 
collapses violently and 
the core is squeezed to 


unimaginable densities. 
Depending on the mass 
of the star, the remnant 
of a supernova explosion 
is either a neutron star 
or, in the case of high 
mass stars, a black hole. 
At the centre of the Crab 
Nebula lies a neutron star 
- a tiny, dense rapidly 
rotating ball in which 
the electrons have been 
pressed into protons 
to form neutrons. It is 
thought to be only 18 
miles (30km) in diameter 
but has at least 1.5 times 
the mass of the Sun. A 
teaspoonful would weigh 
around a billion tons! 
While the core of the pro¬ 
genitor star were crushed 
into this neutron star, its 
outer portions bounced 
off and spread into space 
forming the great cloud 
of debris and cosmic dust 
which we know see as 
the Crab Nebula.

In the dock 


Another assault at Parc Prison 


THE Recorder of Cardiff, 
Judge Eleri Rees, has given a 
stern warning to prison inmates 
who attack security staff to 
expect immediate punishment. 

The latest defendant, who appeared 
at Cardiff Crown Court, who car¬ 
ried out an attack at Bridgend’s Parc 
Prison, has been jailed for six months. 
He appeared at Cardiff Magistrates 
Court and was committed for sentence 
after admitting a charge of assault. 

Cory Tomlinson, 21, admitted 
assaulting a male member of staff. 

Said the Recorder: “Those 
who assault prison officers must 
always expect punishment. 

“This was serious: a head¬ 
butt followed by punching.” 

The sentence, she directed, must be 
consecutive to a term Tomlinson is 
serving for supplying class A drugs. 

Prosecutor Anthony Cheung said 
Tomlinson was a serving prisoner at 


Parc when on June 22, at about 12.05 
pm, two officers went to his cell. 

Because of his behaviour, 
he had been confined there and 
they went to collect a food tray. 

“Suddenly, he headbutted [one 
of the guards] in the face and 
punched him. The officers succeeded 
in pushing him back into the cell. 

“[The guard] suffered cuts 
to his lips and several swellings.” 

Mr Cheung said Tomlinson 
had been due for release shortly. 

His counsel, Neil Evans, said: 
“He deserves great credit for his 
guilty plea and the headbutt took 
place during a scuffle, after which 
he struck him with an open palm. 

“He was receiving medication for 
mental health issues. Unfortunately, on 
that day, his medication had ceased.” 

He said Tomlinson wanted to apolo¬ 
gise and had been immediately moved 
to a prison in the West Midlands.

HERE at Fonmon 
with the tempera¬ 
tures in double fig¬ 
ures and with many 
days presenting 
excellent foraging 
conditions, activity 
abounds. 

There are no signs of 
the bees settling down 
into winter mode. 

In fact, on some occa¬ 
sions when observing 
the hives, you could 
easily mistake the num¬ 
ber of bees in the air for 
swarming activity. 

The queens are still 
laying and I can ascer¬ 
tain this fact without 
opening up a colony at 
all. All of the hives have 
a fine mesh floor and 
underneath the floor, I 
insert a tray to allow 
examination of the 
debris that collects there. 
This debris constitutes 
pollen grains, bits of 
bees, wax particles and 
the ever-present Varroa 
mite. An adult Varroa 
is a dark brown colour 
and I am able to see 
mites that are very pale 
(almost white) amongst 
the debris. 

These are immature 
mites and for them to 
be present means that a 
queen is laying and is 
providing the facilities 


(eggs that turn into lar¬ 
vae) that a Varroa mite 
requires for it produce 
its own young. Bee 
larvae are selected as 
the breeding site by the 
Varroa; a wax capping 
will seal in the larvae 
plus the Varroa and a 
period of 12 days will 
see the larvae turn into 
a bee. 

The Varroa will have 
produced its own off¬ 
spring in this 12 day 
period using the larvae 
as a food source and 
nesting site, but very 
often the bee is fully 
formed and ready to 
emerge before all of the 
young mites are adults 
(hence the pale ones I 
observe). 

These pale, immature 
mites cannot survive 
as such in the hive and 
die and drop down into 
my tray. So when you 
observe pale mites in the 
debris, it equates to a 
laying queen and you 
do not need to open up a 
colony to prove it. 

For queens to be still 
laying at this time of the 
year suggests something 
is changing. 

We humans don’t 
seem to be aware of it, 
but the bees certainly 
are.

New fingerprinting 
kit handed out 



MOBILE finger¬ 
print technology 
has been introduced 
to police officers 
this month as part 
of a pilot scheme. 
Police in South Wales 

- along with colleagues 
in the Gwent force 

- will be able to use 
fingerprint readers to 
confirm the identity of 
a suspect without taking 


them to a police station. 

The mobile biom¬ 
etric device, called 
by the backronym of 
INK (Identity Not 
Know), seans suspects’ 
fingerprints and will 
confirm their identity 
within 60 seconds - if 
they are already on 
police databases. 

It is claimed the 
introduction of the tech 


will benefit members 
of the public as it will 
cut the amount of time 
officers are spending 
taking fingerprints and 
allow them to spend 
more time on the streets. 

The pilot will be 
carried out over three 
months and reviewed in 
line with the governance 
structure of both forces.

A tempting target for any thief 


THEFTS of par¬ 
cels and packages 
from doorsteps 
across Britain are 
soaring, but not 
a single offence 
has been reported 
in South Wales 
Police Force’s area. 

Data - released as 
part of a Freedom of 
Information Request 
revealed more than 2,500 
thefts were reported to 23 
police forces in the UK 
in the last three years. 

However officers in 
South Wales Police were 
the only ones - out of the 
23 forces who responded 
to the information 
request - to not have dealt 
with a doorstep theft. 

Figures showed a 
rise of 786 thefts in the 
financial year 2016- 
17 up to 962 in the 
2018-19 financial year 
- a hike of 22 per cent. 

The area with the 
highest levels of parcel 
thefts was Lancashire 
Constabulary, which 
reported 292 thefts 
in total and 108 in 
the last 12 months. 

The West Country was 
also highlighted as a hot¬ 
spot for parcel cime with 
Devon and Cornwall 
Police reporting 264 


in total and Avon and 
Somerset Police dealing 
with 262 incidents. 

Other police forces 
facing high levels of 
parcel offences included 
Leicestershire, West 
Midlands, Hampshire, 
Surrey, West Yorkshire 
and Merseyside. 

Areas not being hit 
by the crime wave as 
much - exluding South 
Wales - included 
Nottinghamshire, 
Durham andN orth Wales. 

Paul Needier, founder 
of the smart home par¬ 
cel delivery solution 
company iParcelBox, 
said: “It is clear that 
the online shopping 
surge is fuelling a new 
crime wave of parcel 
thefts across the UK. 

“For opportunistic 
thieves, the chance to 
steal an unattended par¬ 
cel that is sitting on the 
doorstep is irresistible.” 

He added: “Asking the 
delivery driver to place 
your package under a 
flowerpot or behind your 
wheelie bin when you 
are out should no longer 
be an option. Instead, it 
is vital that all online 
shoppers ensure they 
have a secure, easy to 
use, delivery box in place 
to receive their parcels.”

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Bus drivers swap 
places with 
blind passengers 


PASSENGERS 
from across south 
Wales swapped 
places with 

Stagecoach bus 
drivers to raise 
awareness of the 
difficulties blind 
and partially 
sighted people 
face when using 
public transport. 

Eleven blind and 
partially sighted cam¬ 
paigners visited the 
Stagecoach bus depot in 
Blackwood on October 
10 for a ‘Swap With 
Me’ event organised 
by RNIB Cymru. 

As part of the event, 
drivers were given 
glasses specially 
designed to replicate 
various eye conditions 
so they could experience 
bus journeys from the 
point of view of blind and 
partially sighted people. 

The campaigners and 
drivers also discussed 
good and bad bus experi¬ 
ences, and how services 
could be improved for 
blind and partially sighted 
people across Wales. 

Lee Alder, who has 


Lebers Congenital 
Amaurosis and has 
been blind since birth, 
was one of the passen¬ 
gers who joined the 
Swap With Me Event. 

He said: “I have 
recently started leaving 
the house again after 
a period of not feeling 
able to get out and about. 

“Now I use the bus 
all the time and the 
drivers in my area rec¬ 
ognise me and are very 
understanding, but this is 
not always the case and 
many people feel that 
bus drivers often forget 
that we need a bit more 
assistance. Blind and 
partially sighted people 
often need help board¬ 
ing buses, especially if 
there’s a gap between 
the curb. It also helps if 
the driver helps us to put 
our pass on the machine, 
asks us where we will 
be getting off, and waits 
for us to find a seat 
before driving away. It is 
exceptionally important 
to raise these issues with 
bus drivers to help them 
understand what blind 
and partially sighted 
bus users need. It really 


felt like the Stagecoach 
drivers listened and took 
on board what we were 
saying. Many of them 
said that the simulation 
helped to change their 
perspective on visual 
impairment, which is 
encouraging to hear.” 

Simon Furley of 
Stagecoach said: “The 
event helps our staff to 
better understand the 
difficulties that blind 
and partially sighted 
people encounter on 
public transport. We 
hope that the volunteers 
found the demonstrations 
useful and it has helped 
to build their confidence 
when using public 
transport. Stagecoach 
has signed up to RNIB’s 
Bus Charter, which con¬ 
firmed our commitment 
to accessible transport”. 

Kirsty James of RNIB 
said: “One bad experi¬ 
ence can discourage peo¬ 
ple from taking the bus 
again, but a service that 
recognises the diverse 
needs of all its passengers 
can help people living 
with sight loss to main¬ 
tain their independence.”

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Badger cull should be reviewed, says NFU 


NFU Cymru

NFU Cymru has urged 
Welsh Government to 
urgently reconsider its cur¬ 
rent bovine TB eradication 
programme in light of new 
peer-reviewed evidence. 

The evidence within the 
recently published Downs Report 
clearly shows that badger culling 
can result in significant reductions 
in the number of TB outbreaks 
in cattle. Research into the effec¬ 
tiveness of the English badger 
cull in the original cull zones 
in Gloucestershire and Somerset 
showed after four years a 66% 
reduction in new bovine TB break¬ 
downs in cattle in Gloucestershire 
and a 37% reduction in Somerset. 

NFU Cymru president John 
Davies said: “I am delighted that 
the NFU’s policy has been vin¬ 
dicated and farmers in England 
can take comfort from the fact 
that genuine progress is finally 
being made on tackling this ter¬ 
rible disease, with positive steps 
being made towards the country 
becoming TB free. This research 
is clear evidence of the success 


of the Westminster Government’s 
bovine TB eradication strategy. 
This new evidence will only add 
to the extreme frustration and 
anger that Welsh farmers are feel¬ 
ing about the inadequacies of the 
current Welsh Government bovine 
TB eradication programme. 
Bovine TB continues to severely 
impact Welsh farming families 
emotionally and financially. Latest 
statistics show that 12,360 cattle 
were slaughtered in Wales in the 
year to June 2019, a figure that 
is totally unsustainable for the 
Welsh cattle industry. 

“It is essential that lessons 
are learned from the way the 
Westminster Government has 
implemented its bovine TB erad¬ 
ication plan in England. This new 
evidence emphatically shows that 
the only way forward in eradicat¬ 
ing this horrific disease here in 
Wales, is for Welsh Government 
to recognise that robust controls 
to tackle the reservoir of disease 
in the wildlife population need 
to be employed. This should be 
alongside the range of other meas¬ 
ures already in operation, such as 


enhanced biosecurity and cattle 
control measures. We need a fit 
for purpose science-based pro¬ 
gramme that tackles this terrible 
disease across all its vectors. 

“In a letter to the Minister in 
February, we set out our will¬ 
ingness to work in partnership 
with Welsh Government to take 
forward a farmer-led badger 
control strategy, taking on board 
the protocols established between 
the NFU and the Westminster 
Government. Farmers need to 
know that Welsh Government will 
provide the support that farming 
Ministers in England have given 
to the bovine TB eradication pro¬ 
gramme. Post-Brexit, it is essential 
that farmers in Wales are allowed 
to compete on a level playing 
field and are not hamstrung by an 
ineffective policy. At NFU Cymru 
we are ambitious for the future 
of our farming sector, but we 
must be allowed to rid ourselves 
of this disease once and for all 
and move forward with a thriving 
cattle industry sitting alongside a 
healthy wildlife population.”

Council consultation 
- The GEM asks the 


on council 



IN the light of the launch 
of the Vale Council’s 
consultation exercise 
- designed to gauge resi¬ 
dents’ reactions to a rise 
in council tax, The GEM 
asked a number of ques¬ 
tions on behalf of readers. 

The Leader of the Vale 
Council, Cllr Neil Moore, has 
responded to those questions. 

Why are you talking 
about increasing council tax 
when services are being cut? 

We are considering council tax 
increases to ensure that services 
are not cut, or if they have to be 
cut they won’t be as much as 
they might have to be otherwise. 

I am not sure that everyone 
knows, but council tax only 
makes up around a third of 
the council’s annual budget. 

The remainder comes mainly 
from the Revenue Support Grant 
(RSG) that we receive from Welsh 
Government. Apart from that, 
the only other source of income 
comes from charges we make for 
services or grants we receive to 
carry out some specific services. 

In relation to the RSG, each 
council in Wales gets a different 
amount, and for a number of years 
the Vale’s has always been one 
of the lowest funded in this way. 
To make up the budget we have 
to fund that gap with the money 
received through council tax. 

We also have to remember 
that during a decade of auster¬ 
ity the Welsh Government has 
received less and less money 


from Westminster and in 
turn this has meant less and 
less passed on to councils. 

While council tax has been 
increased to help lessen the 
impact of this real cut in our 
funding, it has not come close to 
filling the gap and savings have 
had to be made. In total the 
Vale Council has had to make 
savings of £55m since 2010. 

The council lists three options 
- cutting services, protecting 
some services and protecting 
all services - depending on the 
council tax rise that residents 
agree to. As Cllr Moore said 
recently, the council doesn’t 
know yet how much it will be get¬ 
ting from Government next year. 
Are these three options guaran¬ 
teed to work for the year ahead? 

The Council will not be able 
to set a budget, or indeed decide 
on a level of council tax, for 
2020/21 until we know exactly 
how much money we will 
receive from Welsh Government. 

However, planning how 
to allocate a budget of around 
£226m across a multitude of vital 
services is very complex and 
so we have to start our plan¬ 
ning well ahead of when we 
usually receive this final figure. 

Whilst we will have an indica¬ 
tion of the settlement from Welsh 
Government during November or 
December, we will only have a final 
figure in the early part of next cal¬ 
endar year - likely to be in March. 

In our planning, and for the pur¬ 
poses of the public consultation, 
we have assumed either a neutral 


settlement or a decrease in funding 
of 1% from Welsh Government. 
This is in line with previous years. 

If there is a 1% cut, that means 
a reduction of £1.5 million, 
whereas a 1% increase in council 
tax only raises around £700,000. 

If the final settlement is 
worse than this, we will still 
need to make greater savings, 
cut more services or increase 
Council tax even further. 

What percentage coun¬ 
cil tax rise would the three 
options above require? 

In our consultation, we 
have used a figure per week 
to demonstrate what this 
means to individual residents. 

What is important to remember 
is that the Vale of Glamorgan has 
traditionally always had a level of 
council tax lower than the Welsh 
average, and indeed in recent years 
the gap between the welsh average 
and the Council tax set in the 
Vale of Glamorgan is increasing. 

As we have explained in the 
current consultation, we have 
the sixth lowest council tax 
level in Wales and last year we 
set a council tax increase that 
was the fourth lowest in Wales. 

This is despite having 
received challenging settlements 
when compared to the major¬ 
ity of other welsh councils. 

Average Band D council tax 
in Wales has increased by 19% 
since 2015/16 (£206.30) while 
the Vale of Glamorgan’s coun¬ 
cil tax has increased by 16% 
(£175.50) for the same period. 

Our budget situation is now 


such that if we keep it at a level 
close to this we will have no 
choice but to significantly reduce 
the number of services we deliver. 

As I have already said, we 
have reduced our budget by £55 
million since 2010 and whilst we 
will continue in our drive to be 
more efficient, further savings will 
have a significant negative impact 
on many of the highly valued 
services that the council delivers. 

We estimate that an increase of 
10.4% would take us to the national 
average and would, depending on 
the final settlement from Welsh 
Government allow us to protect 
many, but not all of the most 
important services we deliver. 

If the council tax was to be 
increased to and maintained at 
the Welsh average, with a cash 
neutral or 1% reduction in the set¬ 
tlement from Welsh Government, 
there would still remain between 
£3.7m and £8.2m of savings to 
be identified for the next 3 years. 

Clearly a better Welsh 
Government settlement would 
mean the need for less savings 
and would allow us to protect 
more services, but at this stage in 
the budget process we simply do 
not know what settlement we will 
receive from Welsh Government. 

A further slight increase would, 
we believe, be enough to enable 
us to continue to provide all of 
the services we currently offer for 
2020/21, although again this very 
much depends on the final settle¬ 
ment from Welsh Government. 

People often accuse councils 
of having too many staff. What 


is the caMujirs view on this? 

Firstly, people should remem¬ 
ber that councils like the Vale 
only employ staff to do one thing, 
and that is to deliver essential 
public services. Everyone who 
works for the Vale Council is 
involved in delivering one of 
the many services that we know 
are so important to those people 
that use them. No other single 
organisation provides as many 
services as the local Council. 

That said, we have reduced our 
operating costs and the number 
of staff employed by the council 
considerably in recent years. In 
many instances we have done 
this by working more efficiently 
or by delivering services in part¬ 
nership with other organisations. 

For example, the Vale 
delivers services like trading 
standards and environmental 
health to both Cardiff and 
Bridgend and saves money for 
all three authorities by doing so. 

We are also working far more 
closely with the Health Board 
and are sharing key positions 
to save on costs. We are also 
working closely with community 
groups and volunteers to deliver 
highly valued local services like 
libraries and community transport. 

Why don’t you cut the num¬ 
bers and lower the salaries of 
senior management instead 
of increasing council tax? 

This is exactly what we have 
done. Reducing the number of 
senior managers and cabinet mem¬ 
bers has saved more than £400,000 
a year. In doing so, we now have 


one of the smallest management 
structures and cabinets in Wales. 

We have also changed the 
way in which numerous services 
are delivered, for example how 
we maintain the Vale’s parks 
and highways, to make sure 
they are as efficient as possible. 

However, while we have had 
success in cutting costs we are 
also having to deal with unprec¬ 
edented increases in demand for 
some of our services, most nota¬ 
bly adult social care, children’s 
social care services and education. 

As a result, education and 
social care now account for 
83% of the council’s budget. 

With demand for these services 
continuing to grow we find our¬ 
selves in a situation where unless 
we make big changes, there will be 
no money available to pay for any 
other service by 2025. We won’t be 
able to maintain local parks, envi¬ 
ronmental services or highways. 
Clearly this is just not sustainable. 

Will there be any other ways 
of letting the council know what 
you think, other than online? 

Yes, we are running budget 
roadshows at libraries across the 
Vale throughout October. Full 
details can be found on our website. 

When will the con¬ 
sultation close? 

Residents have until November 
8 to tell us what they think.

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PROTECTING YOUR HOME AGAINST CARE HOME FEES

office explains how you could potentially save on care home fees in the 
future by making a special type of Will. 

Care home fees later in life can be a worry - even though people are living 
longer, there is a chance that one or even both partners will require long¬ 
term residential care at some point. Most people assume that they will pass 
on their house to their children or other relatives when they die, yet this 
may not always be the case unless careful arrangements have been made to 
protect your house from being used to pay care home fees. 

Can't I just transfer my Property to my children now? 

Unfortunately, this is not usually a good idea as if any of your children be¬ 
came bankrupt, get divorced or die during your lifetime, that share you 
transferred to them could be at risk. The local authority also have the pow¬ 
er to overturn any such transfer if they feel that it has been done solely to 
avoid care home fees . There is no time limit as to how far back the local 
authority can go. There are also various (capital gains) tax implications 
when the Property is sold in the future. 

What can I do about it? 

Most couples own their home in such a way that when the first of them 
passes away, the home is then owned wholly by the survivor. If the survivor 
then goes into care, the whole of the property can be taken into account by 
the local authority, when assessing if care costs are payable. Do you own 
your home in this way? 


However, you can safeguard 50% of the family home by changing the way you 
own your home, and by placing your share in what is known as a Property Pro¬ 
tection Will Trust. This is a special type of Will which includes a provision that 
when you die your share of the Property is placed into Trust whilst allowing the 
survivor to continue living in the Property for the rest of their days. 

Let's take an example of Mr and Mrs Jones. They own their home between them 
as joint owners, but don't have much by way of savings. They want to make sure 
that the family home is not used to pay for care home fees in the future. If Mr 
Jones dies first he leaves his half share of the home in a Property Protection 
Trust, with the remainder of his estate left to his wife. Mrs Jones has a right to 
live in the home together with the ability to move house. If Mrs Jones then re¬ 
quired long term care, the local authority could only take into account the half 
of the home owned by her. The half left to the children by Mr Jones would be 
protected from the local authority, and there is nothing they can do to overturn 
it. Even if Mr and Mrs Jones's children are made bankrupt, become divorced or 
predecease Mrs Jones, her occupation is secured. On Mrs Jones's death, the 
Property Protection Trust comes to an end and the half share of the house 
transferred (or the sale proceeds paid) to the children. 

Can I still move? 

This is no problem, the survivor can still move house and an alternative property 
can be purchased.

HOMEOWNERS 
in Wales spend 
£17,679 over their 
lifetime replac¬ 
ing the gadgets, 
appliances and 
furnishings they use 
the most in their 
homes, according 
to new research. 

From small electrical 
goods like the kettle 
to larger pieces of 
furniture such as the 
living room sofa, which 
homeowners in the 
region sit on over 1,667 
times a year, residents 
are spending a small 
fortune replacing the 
goods they use the most 
day-to-day. 

The research, con¬ 
ducted by Origin, 
reveals the goods that 
get the most wear and 
tear over the course of 
the year and therefore 
where homeowners in 
Wales should invest in 
the best quality to avoid 
having to regularly 
spend on replacements. 

The kitchen kettle is 
the most used furnish¬ 
ing in the home, closely 
followed by the front 
door, which is opened 
and closed 1,678 times 
per year. It also takes an 


extra battering during 
family rows, as more 
than one third {36%) 
of those living in the 
region admit to slam¬ 
ming it when emotions 
run high. The TV (used 
1,315 times), a favour¬ 
ite armchair (used 992 
times), the wardrobe 
(used 690 times) and 
the cooker (used 661 
times), also make the 
list. 

The study showed 
small electrical items, 
such as a kettle and 
toaster, are generally 
replaced every four 
years, while larger 
more expensive items, 
such as a new sofa or 
armchair, are upgraded 
as frequently as every 
nine years. 

When the rate of 
replacement is analysed 
alongside how much 
homeowners are will¬ 
ing to spend on each of 
the top ten most used 
objects in the home, 
it sets the combined 
replacement costs at 
almost £17,679 over the 
lifetime of the average 
Welsh homeowner. 
This is actually £1,579 
less than the next near¬ 
est region. 

For example. 


homeowners are willing 
to spend £29 on a new 
kettle, according to the 
research. A replacement 
every four years means 
that they will buy nearly 
15 throughout their life¬ 
time - spending over 
£435 on this essential 
kitchen gadget alone. 

Ben Brocklesby, 
Director at Origin, said: 
“We were interested to 
find out which goods 
and furnishings in the 
home are put through 
their paces on a daily 
basis, and therefore 
where homeowners can 
actually save money in 
the long run by buying 
better quality. By mak¬ 
ing a simple change in

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Bucking the 
trend with 


house 

WALES continues 
to ‘buck the trend’ 
seen across England 
as the average house 
price in Wales has 
climbed to reach 
a record peak of 
£191,006 over the 
last three months 
(July - September). 

The figures have 
been released from 
Prineipality Building 
Society’s Wales House 
Price Index for Q3 2019, 
which demonstrates the 
rise and fall in house 
prices in each of the 22 
local authorities in Wales. 

House prices have 
risen in Wales by just 
over 2% both quarterly 
and annually, but the 
average house price 
remains approximately 
40% lower than in 
England, where the aver¬ 
age price is £305,000. 

Six local authori¬ 
ties established new 
peak prices in Q3 - 
Bridgend (£175,144), 
Carmarthenshire 
(£ 1 6 6,7 6 9 ), 


prices 

Cardiff (£239,788), 
Newport (£202,947), 
Pembrokeshire 
(£207,561) and the Vale 
ofGlamorgan(£277,735). 

Tom Denman at 
Principality Building 
Society said: “First time 
buyers, holiday lets and 
people seemingly not 
allowing the shadow 
of Brexit to deter them, 
means average house 
prices in Wales continue 
to buck the trend seen in 
regions across England. 

“It also seems home 
movers are continuing to 
buy higher value prop¬ 
erties and overall house 
sales are up compared to 
the same quarter in 2018. 

“The growth in 
average house prices is 
underpinned by histori¬ 
cally low interest rates, 
a shortage of housing 
supply and relatively 
high employment. 

“It will be interesting 
to see if this upward 
trend continues for 
the rest of the year as 
Brexit negotiations 
reach a critical stage.”

Waste not, 
want not! 


THOUSANDS of 
people in Wales 
are choosing to 
bin household 
items or furniture 
that could be oth¬ 
erwise recycled, 
reused or donated, 
according to a 
new British Heart 
Foundation survey. 

A similar pattern is 
seen across the whole 
of the UK with three 
in 10 (30%) first time 
buyers and renters sur¬ 
veyed throwing away 
furniture, electrical items 
and homewares in good 
enough condition that 
they could have been 
re-used, sold or donated. 
The charity retailer said 
this could be linked to 
the rise of ‘fast furniture’ 
- replacing items in good 
condition due to rapidly 
changing interiors trends. 

According to those 
surveyed, the most 
likely reasons preventing 
those in Wales from 
recycling or donating 
more of their furniture 
and homewares were 
not having the means to 
transport it (16%); want¬ 
ing to get rid of things 
as quickly as possible 
(13%); and not being 
bothered to re-sell or 


recycle it or not knowing 
how to donate it (8%). 

The survey has been 
released as part of the 
BHF’s Reuse Revolution 
campaign, which is 
encouraging the peo¬ 
ple of Wales to shop, 
upcycle and donate 
second hand furniture. 
The charity say that mil¬ 
lions more people could 
be benefiting from the 
unique, high-quality and 
affordable items that are 
available second hand. 

The survey also found, 
despite the financial pres¬ 
sures of buying a first 
home or taking on a new 
rental property, under 
half of people in Wales 
(40%) have bought sec¬ 
ond hand furniture and 
homewares. Similarly, 
just over a third (33%) 
have taken advantage of 
second hand sites like 
eBay and Gumtree. This 
suggests that thousands 
of first time buyers are 
overlooking the opportu¬ 
nity to find good quality, 
unique and affordable 
furniture through 
sources like second 
hand furniture shops or 
via online resell outlets. 

Allison Swaine- 
Hughes, Retail Director 
at the heart foundation, 
said: “Last year the 
British Heart Foundation 


rescued 74,000 tonnes of 
items from landfill due to 
the generous donations 
of our supporters. But 
we know that there are 
still so many more sofas, 
side boards and beds out 
there that aren’t yet ready 
for the tip and could 
provide an ideal and 
affordable answer for 
those looking to furnish 
their home on a budget. 

“This month we are 
asking the public to join 
the Reuse Revolution 
and shop, upcycle or 
donate their second 
hand furniture while 
helping to raise funds for 
life-saving research in 
to heart and circulatory 
disease. You can simply 
call your local shop to 
arrange a free donation.” 

Last year, the heart 
foundation reused and 
recycled over 42,000 
tonnes of furniture 
and electrical products 
including 185,000 sofas 
and 50,000 TVs. This 
helped prevent 53,000 
tonnes of carbon dioxide 
emissions being released 
into the atmosphere.

You also get a wonderful 
6-speed manual gearbox 
which is smooth and well 
refined. 

I have to say that the 
sound from that V8 is 
intoxicating and it never 
gets boring. I am sure you 
all want to know what the 
MPG is, so for all you 
eco-warriors - please 
turn away now. You can 
- if you try hard - return 
a combined 28.2mpg; 
not bad then when you 
consider the size of that 
engine. If you give it the 
full beans it will return 
around 13.6mpg. But, to 
be honest I don’t care. 
The ‘Bullitt’ could return 
lOmpg and I wouldn’t 
even blink an eye. 


On the road: A joy 
to drive no matter where 
you are going or on 
what road surface you 
are driving it on; also, 
as the Mustang is rear- 
wheel drive you do 
need to remember that 
it’s very easy to spin up 
those rear wheels due to 
the massive amount of 
torque coming from that 
V8 engine. 

Into the comers, it 
also felt planted and not 
heavy or cumbersome at 
all. If you feed in the 
power at the right time - 
into the right comer- then 
you will be rewarded 
with a massive amount 
of traction and speed in 
and out of every comer 
- along with a big smile 
that goes from ear to ear.

me is about as exciting 
as it gets because it’s all 
about the presence on the 
road - that is something 
you just can’t ignore. 
What makes this version 
even more special are 
those ties to such an 
iconic film.

Mustang is festooned 
with ‘Bullitt’ detailing 
and badges, as well as a 
custom ‘cue ball’ gear 
shift and unique 19” 
5-spoke alloy wheels. 
That’s not the end either,

Hofod 
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Vale MP urges 
Llysworney 
residents to engage 
with consultation 


VALE MP Alun 
Cairns has urged 
residents in 

Llysworney to 
engage with the 
Vale Council’s 
public consultation 
on proposals to ban 
HGVs weighing 
over 7.5 tonnes from 
travelling through 
the village. 

There has been a 
strong campaign from 
local residents, follow¬ 
ing years of struggling 
with the volume of 
HGV usage on the route 
through the small village 
and the Vale MP has 
been campaigning them 
for over a decade to have 
HGVs removed from 
Llysworney. 

Mr Cairns has engaged 
with the community in 
Llysworney and raised 
their concerns directly 
with the Vale Council. 

Following this, the 
Council has agreed to 
consultation on proposals 
to have HGVs banned 
from travelling through 
the village. 

Mr Cairns said: “I 
fully recognise the signif¬ 
icant issues that the pas- 
sage of HGVs presents 


to the community in 
Llysworney. In addition 
to the congestion issues, 
it is clear that HGVs are 
totally unsuitable for 
travel on narrow country 
lanes. It is a matter that 
I have campaigned on 
for over a decade and 
The GEM has rightly 
highlighted it on many 
occasions. 

“Now that we’ve 
successfully secured 
a proposal and consul¬ 
tation from the Vale 
Council, it is vital that 
the residents engage fully 
with the consultation to 
show support for the 
proposals, which stand 
to benefit Llysworney. I 
want to pay tribute to 
Cllr Christine Cave and 
the local community who 
have consistently cam¬ 
paigned for this.” 

The consultation is 
now live until Friday, 
November 1. Residents

NRW decision to restrict pest 
control is damaging for wildlife 
and farming, says FUW 


THE Farmers’ 
Union of Wales 
has slammed a 
decision by Natural 
Resources Wales 
(NRW) to further 
restrict the ability of 
farmers and conser¬ 
vationists to control 
birds which are 
damaging crops or 
livestock, spreading 
disease or causing 
harm to species 
of conservation 
concern. 

New General Licences 
for the control of certain 
bird species came into 
effect on October 7, 
introducing significant 
additional restrictions for 
farmers and conserva¬ 
tionists, compared with 
the current licence - and 
they even tie the hands 
of NRW staff seeking to 
protect rare species on 
Welsh Sites of Special 
Scientific Interest 
(SSSIs). 

FUW Land Use 
Committee chairman 
Tudur Parry said: “NRW 
are running scared fol¬ 
lowing a legal challenge 
earlier in the year in 
England from pressure 


group Wild Justice. No 
such legal challenge has 
been made in Wales. It 
was certainly right of 
NRW to have reviewed 
the current legislation, 
but the new licences go 
further than just making 
them legally watertight. 
The review has been 
hijacked by those wish¬ 
ing to introduce addi¬ 
tional and unnecessary 
restrictions which are 
unrelated to the risk of a 
legal challenge.” 

Mr Parry said that 
the advice given by the 
FUW and others with an 
interest in farming and 
conservation had effec¬ 
tively been ignored, and 
the new rules would pre¬ 
vent or restrict important 
conservation and prevent 
farmers from protecting 
their crops and livestock. 

Mr Parry added: 
“NRW has statutory 
obligations protecting 
biodiversity, but has 
introduced changes 
which will actually 
make it more difficult 
to control species that 
cause immense damage 
to wildlife. They have 
even added an extra layer 
of restrictions close to 
Sites of Special Scientific 
Interest, which will now 


be more vulnerable to 
attacks by certain bird 
species.” 

Responding to the 
decision to no longer 
allow rooks to be 
controlled where they 
are damaging crops 
or spreading disease, 
Mr Parry said: “Rooks 
cause huge damage 
and can decimate vast 
areas where seeds have 
been sown, and failing 
to prevent such damage 
being caused by a very 
common species is 
ridiculous.” 

A new licence no 
longer allows carrion 
crow, magpie, jackdaw, 
rook, jay, collared dove 
or wood pigeon to be 
controlled to protect 
public health, with the 
feral pigeon being the 
only species left on the 
list. Another of the new 
licences restricts actions 
that can be taken to 
conserve wild birds, and 
does not allow actions 
to protect Wales’ most 
threatened species. The 
new general licences will 
not apply in, or within 
300 metres of 203 Welsh 
Sites of Special Scientific 
Interest, and the NRW, 
farmers and conserva¬ 
tionists around these 


areas will be further 
restricted, even though 
controlling certain bird 
species such as crows 
and magpies is essential 
for protecting livestock 
and ground nesting birds. 

“Farmers will con¬ 
clude from this decision 
that NRW is more 
interested in introducing 
ridiculous bureaucracy 
and restrictions for polit¬ 
ical reasons than in pro¬ 
tecting Wales’ wildlife 
and helping farmers pro¬ 
tect their livestock and 
crops,” said Mr Parry. 

Rachel Evans, 
Director for Wales for 
the Countryside Alliance, 
said: “Imposing these 
restrictions can only 
result in a negative 
impact on the way our 
countryside is managed. 
We have particular 
concern about general 
licence 004, the RSPB 
have themselves said 
during a conference call 
that the consequences 
could potentially be felt 
‘in the immediate years 
to come’ yet were the 
only organisation to sup¬ 
port the amendments in 
general licence number 
004.”

AM comments on 
Cwm Taf report

on the report of an 
independent review 
panel into maternity 
services at Cwm Taf 
University Health 
Board, South 
Wales Central AM 
Andrew RT Davies 
has welcomed 
the findings that 
improvements have 
been made, but has 
expressed concern 
over the extent of 
failings identified. 

Mr Davies said: 
“It is reassuring to 
see the investigative 
panel acknowledge 
improvements have 
been made. But it is 


deeply concerning that 
over 100 cases will now 
need to be reviewed. 

“This will reopen old 
wounds, and will see 
many people once again 
go through the unimag¬ 
inable pain that comes 
with losing a baby. 
These failures were 
allowed to occur because 
of systematic failures 
of the management to 
maintain the service in 
a safe and secure way. 

“Staff, patients and 
all concerned with the 
wellbeing of the mater¬ 
nity sector in Cwm Taf 
need to know that help 
and support will be there 
at every turn of this 
difficult journey many 
are now undertaking.”
